AWFUL DEATH. 


Dry Dock Workman Killed 


In An Explosion. 


Three Others Injured And One Of Them 


Has Since Died. 


IT. 


Sit Col ill Brass! 


As the result of an explosion of 


dynamite at the dry dock shortly after 
aalf-past one this morning, two oof the 
workmen of the night force are dead; 
and two others are badly injured. 


The men ran into a blind charge at 


the head of the dock, the location of 
which they were unable to see in the 
darkness, and the 
explosion 
came 


without tlie slighest warning. 


The report awakened everyone on 


the navy yard, and help reached the 
injured ones In a very few moments. 


One man had been instantly killed 


and the three injured were groaning 
with pain. The latter were at once 
conveyed to the naval hospital where 
it -was ascertained that the injuries 
of one of the men were fatal. 


News of the accident was immed- 


iately telephoned to Dr. F. S. Towle 
and Superintendent Lee Treadwell in 
this city, and both of them immed- 
iately set out for the navy yard. 


A little later a request reached the 


police station that the ambulance be 
sent over at once, and the call was 
promptly responded to. 


Later details indicate that one of 


the workmen struck the charge with 
his pick, and the explosion followed 
immediately. The man was killed in- 
stantly and his body was frightfully 
shattered. His three companions were 
thrown to one side, and when found 
were bleeding profusely, and were ter- 
ribly wounded. 


The stick of dynamite which explod- 


ed was one which was not discharged 
in a blast which occured on Tuesday 
afternoon. 


The imcn were Italians and were des- 


ignated by numbers. 
They 
were 


brought to the Cottage hospital in this 
city in two ambulances, the one at- 
tached to the naval hospital, and the 
one which went to the yard from this 
city. 


The names of the dead men were 


Gioscxie Rosatc and Angolo Langrane. 
Those less seriously injured are Sal- 
rutore Castilltanc and Remanzio Di- 
anatc. 


Rosate was the first victim of the 


disaster. Fellow laborers of his, who 
were working not fur away, will not 
be apt to forgot in a hurry the tcrri- 
hio sight which mot their eyes im- 
mediately after the great roar of the 
exploding dynamite. 


They say- Rosate was .blown forty 


or fifty feet into the air and then fell 
squarely on 'his back. 


Two men reached his sldo almowt 


as soon as ho had landed on the 
ground. According to them,

took ono long breath, and oven as IIP 


stlffcnfMl out in his death throes, from 
his throat c«me a yell that was awful 
to hear. It expressed alt (ho agony 


whioh he experienced in those few 
brief minutes of consciousness. 


Rosate 
was horribly 
mutilated. 


Great holes had been torn in his body, 
his eyes were gone from their sock- 
ets, and his shoulders were stripped 
of flesh. 


Langrane, who outlived Rosate a' 


number of hours, was so frightfully 
mangled that the men who picked him 
up and put him on the stretcher did 
not think he could possibly survive 
a hall" hour. 


joi(J3is blood ran, off the stretcher in 
"a sickening stream. He, too, toad lost 
both eyes and was but a poor, pitiful 
mass of tattered flesh and bone, m 
which 
the 
deadly 
dynamite had 


gouged great cavities. 


The marines from 
the 
barracks 


rendered noble aid. Scarcely had the 
sound of the explosion died away be- 
fore a squad of them were on the spot- 
They toad anticipated what had hap- 
pened and were ready to render any 
assistance they could in raring tor the 
men whom they knew must have been 
terribly injured.

ELECTRIFIED HOUSES. 


The Simple Explanation of » Very 


Ordinary Phenomenon. 


An instance of nonfamillarity; with 


simple scientific facts is illustrated by 
an article that goes the rounds of the 
press once or twice annually—namely, 
the story of the electrified house! Tbe 
Article usually states that some one 
Has discovered, that everything he 
touches in his house — the radiators, 
picture frames, banquet lamjw, etc.— 
gives him an electric shock, hence he 
fears there is some connection between 
the arc light wires and the water pipes 
near his residence. The elec'trtd li&frt, 
inspector la therefore summoned and 
reports tiint the wires of his company 
are intact and that the electricity must 
come from some other source. 


It does not dawn on any of the peo- 


ple consulted that the discoverer of 
the phenomenon is unconsciously per- 
forming one of the simplest and oldest 
of electrostatic experiments, the shuf- 
flinjc of his shoes over-the dry carpet 
raising the potential of his body to 
several thousand volts, which discharge 
at every opportunity. 
One may even 


get electric discharges from his knuc- 
kles against the brass lock of a hand- 
bag which he may be carrying while 
walking on a stone pavement during 
cold, dry we,ather. 


But, dismissing newspaper science, 


it Is somewhat astonishing, In view of 
tho many ways In which In cold, dry 
countries electricity is unintentionally 
developed and mnnlfevsted by spark- 
Ing, that the first knowledge concern- 
Ing this phenomenon did not come to 
tho nnclents in this way rather than 
by the attraction of light substances 
by nmber. The explanation of this, 
however, may be that the scientists of 
bygono days did not reside in cold, dry 
countries.—Cassler's Magazine.

SHIPS REPULSED. 


Admiral Tigginson's Fleet Fails In Its 


Attack. 


New London. Conn., Sept. 2.—The 


second attack on the island forts took 
place at 5 o'clock this morning, and as 
'ar as they went the maneuvers were 
practically a repetition of the fight of 
ast night, though of course there were 
different tactical movements.

Kearsarge, retreated southeast of Fort 
Michie to their base at Block Island, 
where it is now. 


"At 12.13 a. m. a squadron of the 


enemy was reported at onouth of the 
bay, off Fort Adams, and at 12.30 a. m. 
three yessels of the enemy were stand- 
ing off Brenton's Reef. Fire opened at 
once from mortars from Fort Adams, 
to which the enemy did not reply, and 
at 1.08 a. m. retreated toward Block 
Island. This was undoubtedly 'a feint 
against Newport to support the main 
attack on the west end of the line-

SEVENTY DROWNED.

Monroe doctrine, 
but

words, by retainging the Philippines 
and safeguarding American interests 
in Asia—the European powers would 
no longer respect it. They have talked 
as though the Monroe doctrine was 
some kind of a treaty or agreement 
between the United States and the na- 
tions 
of 
Europe, 
by 
which 


this 
country 
bound 
itself 


never to 
acquire 
any 
territory 


outside the boundaries of the Amer- 
ican continent, and never have any- 
thing to «ay about what European 
powers might do in other continents, 
in consideration of which the Europe 
an powers agreed not to attempt the 
seizure of any American territory. 


But the Monroe doctrine was not 


based on any treaty or agreement, and 
the consent of the Europ&an powers 
to it was not asked. It was nothing 
more than a declaration, contained in 
a presidential message to congress, 
that any attempt of European powers 
to enforce their system of government 
(monarchy) on any portion of the 
western hemisphere won id bf regard- 
ed by the United States "as a man- 
ifestation of an unfriendly disposi- 
tion" and a& "dangcroiib to our peare 
and safety."
